The  Athens  Regional  Library  Heard  wet  at  the  Regional  Library 
on  June  3,  1 9 63  at  5 p.m. 

Members  present  were:  Clarke  County  **  Mrs.  F .H. Mendenhall ,

Mrs.  F.H. Mendenhall,  chairman,  called  the  meeting  to  order  end 
welcomed  the  members  who  were  then  asked  to  introduce  themselves. 

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  approved  as  read. 

Communications  were  read-  A memorandum  dated  May  27 , 15 6 5 from 
Miss  Lucile  Ms  informed  the  members  of  the  hoard  that  the  McGraw-Hill 
Company  is  giving  a set  of  their  encyclopedia,  the  Encyclopedia 
of  Science  and  Technology  to  nine  libraries  in  Georgia  who  are  in 
the  Applachian  area.  Fh  e Malison  Coufcty  Library  in  the  Athens 
area  has  been  chosen  to  receive  a set.  The  official  announcement 
is  to  come  from  Governor  Sanders.  Selection  of  the  libraries  to 
receive  a set  was  made  on  the  hs. sis  of  the  stats  hook  allotment 
for  tbs  county  as  well  as  the  possible  use  of  the  encj clopsdia . 

A letter  from  Mr.  Lee  Pierson  of  Hutchins  Cox  and  Htroud  telling 
of  a special  library  Insurance  policy  which  has  been  worked  out 
with  the  American  Library  Association  and  the  Hartford  Insurance 
Company  was  read.  A committee  composed  of  Troutman  Wilson,  Chairmen, 
Richard  Blood worth  and  Mrs.  Hussey  Downs  was  appointed  by  the 
Chairman  to  investigate  the  policy  and  to  determine  if  we  wished  to 
secure  it. 

The  Chairman  asked  for  reports  from  members  of  the  county  boards 
represented.  Information  on  what  each  county  was  doing  to  secure 
more  adequate  space  fpr  theisrl lhra r i es  was  sought  as  well  as 
what  plans  had  been  made  for  the  summer  reading  program. 

Hamilton  McWhorter  reported  that  in  Oglethorpe  County  a study 
hsd  been  given  to  the  legality  of  their  library  hoard.  It  had  now 
been  worked  out  whereby  all  v embers  were  due^y  legally  appointed- 
He  said  that  after  careful  consideration  of  the  Georgia  Plan  for 
use  of  Federal  Funds  for  library  construction  their  hoard  had 
decided  that  they  would  not  apply  for  federal  funds  hut  would  use  only 
local  money  for  library  construction  and  that  they  hoped  to  have 
minimum  library  quarters  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Re  reported  that 
the  site  which  is  available  for  a library  building  is  Just  behind  the 
court  house. 

Mrs.  Chafin,  Chiirmen  of  the  Oglethorpe  County. Board  reported  that 
plans  for  the  summer  reading  program  had  been  completed  and  that  they 
anticipated  a good  program. 


Hiss  karet  reported  that  in  Madison  County  enlarged  quarters 
were  needed  badly  but  that  no  definite  plans  had  been  formulated. 
She  also  reported  that  an  offer  force the r squatters  had  been 
to  the  library  board  in  Oconee  County,  but  that  she  was  not  sure 
if  these  quarters  would  be  adequate  to  tceet  the  needs  of  the  libra 

The  librarian!-;  report  was  given,  M i s s H a r e t said  that  within 
the  last  few  months  the  library  had  lost  three  of  its  long- 
time staff  members  to  the  University  of  Georgia . Kiss  Frances 
tiunn  left  on  December  1(  She  was  replaced  by  Mrs,  Martha 
Bryan  who  had  formally  worked  with  the  Regional  Library*  Mr. 
Aiken,  bookmobile  driver,  accepted  work  at  the  University  and 
was  replaced  by  Hiss  Margaret  Kamsey,  Hrs . June  Cawthon  resigned 
as  of  June  1 and  Mrs.  Torn  Mahler  has  been  chosen  to  work  with 
the  library  during  the  summer  months.  It  is  with  regret  that 
we  loose  these  valuable  staff  members  to  the  University.  She 
reported  that  one  branch  librarian,  Mrs.  Sanlell  of  the  Bogart 
Library  suffered  a heart  attack  on  Karch  31  and  bad  been  on  sick 
leave  since  that  time.  Sfce  said  that  she  had  been  paid  for  the 
3'onlhs  of  April  and  "ay  and  asked  for  a ruling  by  the  board 
as  to  how  l&ng  she  should  receive  her  salary.  Mrs.  Dudley 
moved  that  she  be  paid  in  full  for  the  month  of  June.  Motion  was 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Neighbors.  Motion  was  carried  with  one  dissen- 
ting vote, 

Mr.  Perry  asked  about  one  item  on  the  April  financial  report. 
The  Director  explained  ttat  in  crier  for  Miss  Charlotte  Kewton, 
a former  director  of  the  Regional  Library, to  get  full  credit 
for  her  years  of  aervicewith  the  Teacher  Se ti remen t Program,  the 
library  had  agreed  to  Mis?  Kewton's  paying  the  retirement 
fee  necessary  through  the  treasurer  of  the  library. 

It  was  noted  by  the  CM  J rman  that  the  Constitution  of  the 
Regional  Library  Board  needed  to  be  studied  r*nd  brought  up-to- 
date.  She  appointed  e committee  composed  of  Mr.  Perry,  chairman, 
Judge  015b'.ri  and  Mr.  McWhorter  to  ’hi  Constitution  revision 
cosml 1 1 ee .
